Washington—(CPA)—Although the 


supreme court of the United States 
doesn't make any comment on its 
own -work, lawyers believe that the 
entry of Chief Justice Hughes has 
introduced a new policy, much more 
satisfactory to the bar, in giving rea- 
sons for all 
decisions instead of 


handling some of them down with a 
simple affirmative of negative ver- 
dict. 
An unusual feature of this -week's 


proceedings, when the court handed 
down 26 opinions after a four-week 
recess, was that no cases which had 
been argued and presented to 
the 


court were decided without opinion. 
Usually on the decision day just fol- 
lowing the recess many decisions are 
rendered without opinion. Lawyers 
have complained for many years that 
when a. case is important enough to 
be considered by the supreme court 
of the United States, It should note 
its reasons, however brief, in hand- 
ing its decisions. 
The fact that all argued 
cases 


which were decided this week were 
accompanied by written opinion giv 
ing the court's reasons may or may 
not indicate a change of policy, bul 
the general belief prevails now thai 
it does indicate a change and thai 
opinions may be expected from 
th< 


court in ult'afg-A^f'^ase:/in'~~wliiel 
the .court feels it has jurisdiction 
Some cases, on the other hand; ii 
which the court finds after hearing 
argument that it has no jurisdiction 
probably will continue to be decided 
without opinion.

er to censor newspapers, Walter M. 
Harrison, president of the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors, open- 
ed its annual meeting today urging 
support of the Chicago Tribune cam- 
paign against the Minnesota "gag" 
law. 


The Minnesota statute holds that 


any 'newspaper or publication which

Under the law, he con- 
tinued, the Saturday Press, a small 
weekly publication of Minneapolis, 
was restrained from publication.

Promise and disappointment are 


mingled in Mayor John Goodland's in- 
augural address delivered at the organ- 
ization meeting of the new council 
Tuesday night. There is disappoint- 
. ment because of the legal restraint to 
the consolidation plan the mayor had 
'hoped for, and promise in his assertion 
that steps necessary for the reorgani- 
zation of city departments will be tak- 
en before another year rolls by. 


While .the mayor held out high 


hopes for accomplishment in the next 
two years, his inaugural message re- 
vealed only too plainly how aldermanic 
government 
is 
circumscribed 
by 


legislative enactments and 
statutory 


law that practically defeat efforts di- 
"rected toward efficiency and economy. 
The new administration was organized 


' "in exactly the same way as previous 


administrations with the same depart- 
•jnents and the same procedures, not 
because the incoming administration 
Avanled it that way but 
because the 


law said it must be done in that way. 
' The very fact that 
Mayor Goodland 


wanted a change indicates his lack of 
confidence in the present set-up of city 
government, but he was powerless to 
alter it. 


But with all these legal restraints 


.and impediments the mayor's message 
holds out promise o£ accomplishment. 


, His recommendations in 
the 
main 


' were sound and worthy of consider- 


" ' ation, and"* his warning that he would 


hold city officers and employes strictly 
accountable for the 
performance of 


their duties was opportune. 


His statement that 
our 
unpaved 


streets are in a "deplorable condition'' 
was a plain statement of fact and in- 
structions that this condition be reme- 
died at once must meet with unani- 
mous approval. Taxpayers are hopeful 
that 
Mr. Goodland will 
realize his 


hope of reducing street department 
costs by $75,000 and at the same time 
improve the service of the department. 
Nowhere do the people expect so much 
improvement as in the street depart- 
ment and nowhere is there more room 
for improvement. 


It is hoped that Mr. Goodland's rec- 


ommendation for consideration of 
a 


plan for reorganization or consolida- 
tion of departments and offices be ac- 
cepted by the council in good 
faith. 


There is much merit to this suggestion 
and a comprehensive plan based on in- 


.to the attention of the council for the 
consideration it deserves. 


Mr. Goodland's reaction to the traf- 


fic signals which the previous admin- 
istration had ordered for College ave- 
nue is interesting. II,e expressed an 
opinion that a multitude of traffic sig- 
nals on College avenue not only is un- 
necessary but unwise and we concur 
in that opinion. But the contract has 
been awarded and it is highly prob- 
lematical if anything can be 
done 


about it. The suggestion that some -of 
the signals ordered for College avenue 
be transferred to other intersections in 
the city is of doubtful merit. It would 
be better, we think, if a way could be 
found to eliminate all new traffic sig- 
nals for the time being. 


Mr. Goodland was entirely accurate 


when he said aldermanic government 
is on trial before the people of Apple- 
ton. 
The attendance at the meeting, 


probably the largest in the city's his- 
tory, testifies to the awakened interest 
of the people in city affairs and this in- 
terest, once aroused, will remain ac- 
tive for a long time. The people, with 
high hopes for the success of the new 
administration, will be watching care- 
fully to see if these hopes are to be 
realized.

jury to find out that pictures-showing 
these bread-lines are being used over- 
seas by communist agitators. 


It isn't hard to imagine the line of 


talk that goes with these photos: "See! 
Here is what happens in the richest of 
all capitalistic nations! Here is what 
the worker gets in America! This 'land 
of opportunity1 is a land of bread-lines. 
Its great profits are all for the rich!" 
And so on, without end. Naturally, no 
American will like this. It Is queer to 
think that some German steel worker 
or French textile hand may turn'com- 
munist because of the United States. 
It is easy, therefore, to understand why 
the New York authorities are trying 
to keep people from taking pictures of 
these lines. 


But that is a rather poor way to do 


it, after all. The news is bound to get 
out, and to be used by those who have 
a theory to advance. A much better 
way to foil these red agitators would 
be to abolish the bread-lines. And the 
only decent way to do that, of course, 
is to see to. it that 
every man who 


wants a job can get a job. 
That is a 


large order. But it is the only way in 
which we can keep foreign—and do- 
mestic-'—communists from making use 
of our troubles for their own ends. 


Men and institutions in this world 


arc judged, in the long run, by their 
fruits. The way to prove that our so- 
cial and economic system is as good as 
we say it is is to take the kinks out of 
i't and make it work the way it is sup- 
posed to Avork. 
The full dinner pail 


will do more to combat communism, 
here and abroad, than all the police- 
men's clubs in the world. All of which 
is just another way of saying that our 
fight against communism isn't a mat- 
ter for the police. It is a thing that is 
up to the leaders of business and in- 
dustry. 
They are the ones who can 


straighten out our scheme of things so 
that depressions like the present one 
arc unknown. 
If they do, the specter 


of communism will be laid forever. If 
they do not, it will be with us for a 
long, long time.

Today's Anniversary 


J. P. MORGAN'S BIRTH 


On April 17, 1837, John Pierpont Morgan, 


American financier and art collector, was born 
at Hartford, Conn. 
Following his education at the English high 


school in Boston and University of Gottingen in 
Germany, Morgan entered the banking business 
in New York. He at once distinguished himself 
in the field of international banking. 


Some of his more noteworthy 
achievements 


were a syndicate to take up the bonds negotiated 
by President Cleveland and for the protection of 
the gold reserve; financing the largest reorgan- 
ization of railways and consolidation of indus- 
trial properties in the United States and organ- 
izing the U. S. Steel Corporation. 


Morgan was the greatest art collector of his 


day, his collections being the largest, and prob- 
ably the most important, owned by a single in- 
dividual.' In 1912 he gave to the library of Con- 
gress a complete set of autographs of the sign- 
ers of the Declaration of Independence. He died 
in Rome, March 31, 1913, while abroad for his 
health. His sou succeeded him as head of the 
Morgan bank.

Washington —UP)— The depart- 


ment of justice is making a careful 
examination of the proposed acqui- 
sition of the radio manufacturing ac- 
tivities and facilities or the General 
Electric and "Westinghouss Electric 
companies by the Radio Corporation 
of America. 


An announcement to this effect 


•was issued after Senator Dill, Demo- 
crat, Washington, who has long been 
interested in radio legislation, called 
the attention of the senate to the 
proposed combination, terming it "a 
new trust monopoly." 


The department's announcement, 


Issued late yesterday, said that it 
•was "fully advised regarding the 
proposed affiliation" was "investi- 
gating it fully" and \vas "consider- 
ably concerned about it." 


Meanwhile, David Sarnoff, the pre- 


sident of the Radio corporation, is- 
sued a statement in New York giving 
the details of the proposed consoli- 
dation. He said the authorized com- 
mon radio stock would be increased 
from 7,500,000 shares to 15,000,000 
shares, with 6,580,375.1 issued to Gen- 
eral Electric and Westinghouse in 
return for royalties, manufacturing 
rights and tangible assets. An in 
crease in the "B" preferred radio 
stock from 813,365 to 1,500,000 shares 
also Is planned, he said, with a. part 
of the increased stock being given 
over to Westinghouse and Genera 
Electric. 


In bringing up the subject in the 


senate, Dill read a newspaper item 
saying that the result would be to 
give Westinghouse and General Elec 
trie, control of the Radio corporation 
which, he added, has "built up sub 
sidiaries controlling the manufacture 
and distribution" of radio sets. 


"If the department of justice had 


gone ahead in the prosecution of the 
radio trust," he continued, "this new 
trust monopoly would not have been 
formed. I hope that the departmen 
of justice will take notice of this 
enormous organization which is be 
ing formed to dominate the entire 
manufacture and distribution busi 
ness in the radio world."

Two Ex-swe&hearts Die, 


Fortune Lost, Wife Sues 
for Divorce 


Newport, Ky.—Tradegy and mis- 


fortune, treading on each 
other's 


heels, have shadowed the life of Carl 
WJedemann, scion of brewery billions 
and former "playboy of the 
race 


tracks." ' 


Two of his sweethearts have plung- 


ed to their death from, hotel win- 
dows. His third marriage is now in 
the divorce courts. Race horses have 
cleaned him of a fortune. A term 
in the federal penitentiary at Atlan- 
ta stands against his record. 


Until just the other day the one- 


time., wealthy race track plunger was 
on the payroll of the city of Newport 
as a street inspector. 
Now, it de- 


velops 
he no longer holds that job. 


Carl Weidemann's life has been 


a hectic one. 


Soon after his return from Har- 


vard he persuaded his father, Char- 
les "Wiedemanh, owner of the Wiede- 
mann Brewing Co., of this city, to 
stake him to a stable of race horses. 
In "all his life, Carl Wiedemann had 
never been refused one thing by his 
indulgent parents—so he became a 
turfman. 


Then the tragedy started. 


PLUNGES TO DEATH 


Dorothy Kainey, a Newport girl 


and famous for her beauty, prom- 
ised to marry him. They were en- 
gaged and had planned a honey- 
moon in Europe. Then, one day in 
1922, when she and Carl were at 
Lexington, Ky., where a race meet- 
ing, was toeing held, "Dot" Eainey 
plunged to her death from a hotel 
window. Some said she ended her 
. life. 
Others said it was an acci- 


dent. It went down in the records 
as an accidental death. 


When the race meeting opened 
at Latonia, "Wiedemann entered a 
horse 
called 
"In 
Memoriam" 


named for "Dot" Eainey, his dead 
sweetheart. 
In Memoriam raced well. In the 


spring of 1923 she beat Harry Sin- 
clair's mighty Zev and the great 
My Own, owned by Rear Admiral 
Bary T. Gray son. As a result, Wie- 
demann pocketed $50,000. 


In Memoriam and Zev were match- 


ed to run for a $25,000 purse at 
Louisville in the fall. 
Wiedemann 


•wagered a small fortune 
on his 


thoroughbred. It proved to be one of 
the greatest match races in the his- 
tory of the American turf. 


ZEV CALLED VICTOR 


' In Memoriam won, so many con- 
tended, but the judges decided in 
favor of Zev. The movies showed 
In Memoriam was first at the finish 
wire. 
So did the cameras of 'the 


newspaper men. But the parlmu- 
tuels paid off as the judges ruled. 
Carl Wiedemann lost heavily. 


The Weidemann fortune began to 


dwindle. He had 20 'thoroughbreds 
in his racing stables then. 
Five 


years later he had three mares. 
Soon, he had none. 


After In Memoriam's defeat, Wie- 


demann slipped fast. With racing 
luck against him he seemed to lose 
his' grip on himself. 


Then one day—Jan. '29, ;1927—fed- 


eral agents swooped down on his 
father's brewery. They confiscated 
it and Carl along with his father and 
11 others, was indicted for violating 
the prohibition laws. 


GOES TO U. S. PRISON 


The trial was held a year later, 


Carl was fined $10,000 and sentenc- 
ed to two years at Atlanta prison. 
His father, who will ill at the time 
and has since died, was fined $10,000. 


As Carl Wiedemann stood before 


Judge A. J. M. Cochran for sen- 
tence the aged jurist told him, "This 
is the chance of a lifetime for you 
to return to your better self."
